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RURAL JAPAN 
In Japan, as In any other country, the 
people outwardly least affected by political 
changes are the farmers. An observer writes 
from Ukishima village, 75 miles north of 
Tokyo, that the farming population there 
seems unmoved by the fact that their coun­ 
try is occupied by troops of a victorious 
nation. 
They have seen few of the “visitors’*, as 
they call the occupation forces, and have 
the same feeling toward their emperor as 
they had before he renounced his divinity. 
Their first democratic election led to a vic­ 
tory for the conservatives, and of the women, 
voting for the first time, half voted like their 
husbands and half simply voted for the wom­ 
en candidates. 
One directive which has really stirred 
these people to the depths, however, is that 
which forced the Japanese government to do 
away with the feudal system of tenant farm­ 
ing. Many of the tenants^ after generations 
of near-slavery to their hereditary landlords, 
are hesitantly planning to buy their own 
land. They lack complete confidence" in the 
idea, however, being sure that the landlords 
will get the farms back somehow or other. 
It* will take time to build up a feeling of 
security in these simple people who have 
been downtrodden for centuries. 
Though life on these farms may seem to 
go on in the same immemorial routine as it 
has for generations, far-reaching changes 
are in prospect for the people. 


One of our troubles seems to be that this 
little old world isn’t quite big enough any 
more for our requirements. Now if we just 
had another world or two for our operations! 


RESTORATION 
Farmers prospered last year, and appar­ 
ently are expecting similar luck this year. 
For every possible reason, everyone wishes 
them well. For their luck Is >not merely their 
own, but the good or bad luck of people 
throughout the world. 
<- 
The big wars are over for the present at 
least, and the world requires a big effort for 
restoration of the world as it was in hap­ 
pier and safer times. As matters stand, there 
is for the most part plenty of happiness in 
this country, but abroad, vast areas weak­ 
ened by war lack most of the elementary 
materials needed for existence. 
Obviously the world’s prosperous areas, of 
which the United States is foremost, owe it 
to the world in general, and also to their 
own selves and their children, to do their 
utmost in restoring the world as it was at 
its best. Efforts along this line are not char­ 
ity, but intelligent procedure for establish­ 
ment of a world which, after a tremendous 
shaking up, needs to be put together again 
on more cooperative lines than have yet ap­ 
peared. The Hoover report shows the way. 


By the calendar, if not by the weather, 
spring is not far ahead. The panting you 
hear comes from the aged cars which are 
giving thanks. 


MADE IN GERMANY 
The United States Army, with its export 
policy, is planning to reduce the tax burden 
in this country by making it possible for 
Germany to become partially self-supporting. 
Those in charge of this enterprise are mak­ 
ing it easy for buyers from the United States 
and other countries to visit Germany in com­ 
fort and to purchase such commodities as 
have so far been manufactured. Among these 
are dishes and porcelain. The best customers 
so far have proved to be buyers for chain 
stores and mail-order organizations. 
This beginning of a stabilization of the 
German economy, if this scheme does work 
out, will be for the good of all concerned. 
The more Germans can do for themselves, 
the less we will need to do for them. There is, 
moreover, a self-respect about making things 
and selling them to customers who need 
them which the Germans have been without 
for some time. Nothing restores morale like 
honest work for honest pay.

THE SPREAD OF A LIE 
W hatever may be Senator McKellar’s faults, he 
never sought patronage from TVA. 
W hatever may 
be the cause of his opposition to David Lilienthal, it 
has never been due to the fact that Lilienthal re­ 
fused McKellar patronage. 
Yet the lie has been 
spread, repeated, reiterated, retailed and retold 
that McKellar is a patronage hunter and that 
Lilienthal is an angcl-pure reformer who gives no 
patronage to Senators.

Southern Conference for Human Welfare, of which 
David E. Lilienthal was a sponsor, because such 
scrutiny would cast aspersions upon the ghost of 
Senator Bankhead. 
To do that would not be Sena­ 
torial courtesy; not to do it is to fail to make a 
thorough and complete investigation. 
In the early days of the New Deal, such con­ 
gressional committees as those headed by Senator 
Hugo Black or Senator Robert La Follette were 
not so squeamish about the feelings of persons alive 
or dead. 
They investigated with a deep and barbed 
probe.

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CORNEAL GRAFT 
We are thrilled when we read in magazines and 
newspapers that many who have been, blind for 
years are having their sight restored by an opera­ 
tion. This is true of many cases because in these 
cases the cornea or outer “window” of the eye has 
been damaged, coveréd over by scar tissue or other 
substance, and if this window is replaced by another 
window, sight is restored to those afflicted with this 
type of blindness. 
It was of course only natural that many, the 
cause of whose blindness was unknown to them, 
should have an “upsurge of hope” that they would 
have their sight restored.

In an effort to show exactly what type of blind­ 
ness had a chance of being helped by this operation 
the magazine Outlook for the Blind, with the kind

1. Corneal grafting, grafting a cornea (window) 
from another Jiving individual, or one who has just 
died, can restore sight in only one type of impaired 
vision—that caused by opacity (no light can come 
through) of the cornea when the rest of the eye and 
the optic nerve are normal. 
2. Not everyone suffering from opacity (not 
transparent like glass) can have his sight restored 
or be helped to better vision by transplanting a cor­ 
nea; in fact, the percentage of people who are blind 
or have poor eyesight who can be helped this way 
is small—perhaps 3 or 4 in every hundred with 
opaque or non-transparent corneas.

3. Those blind at birth by opacity of corneas or 
those who developed opacities when very young can­ 
not be helped by corneal graft operation. 
4. In selected cases, people who suffered scar­ 
ring of the cornea, or developed opacity after eye 
had attained full growth may be helped even years 
afterward by the corneal graft. Selected cases mean 
where the opacity is opposite or in region of the 
pupil; in which the rest of the cornea is healthy 
and optic nerve healthy. Successful results are ob­ 
tained in 8 of every 10 of these “selected” cases. 
The graft operation is performed under a local 
anaesthetic, one eye at a time.

By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
Stockholm, March 5 hi*)—Ameri­ 
can officials hope the Moscow con­ 
ference will produce a real work­ 
ing agreement among the big four 
powers to make vanquished Ger­ 
many unified and productive but 
harmless for generations, but there 
is no certainty among them that 
it can be done. 
One of the greatest diplomatic 
speculations is whether a German 
settlem ent actually will be based 
on peacemaking for the last war 
or on preparations for the next 
one. Certainly, negotiations of the 
German treaty cannot be separat­ 
ed from the broader problem of re­ 
lations between Russia and the 
West, which appear about as bad 
in this pre-conference period as at 
any time since the end of the war. 
That Secretary of*State Mar­ 
shall, facing his first real test in 
one of history’s toughest jobs, will 
deal hard-handedly with Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov seems fore­ 
gone. That is the significance of 
his decision to take John Foster 
Dulles as Republican adviser and 
of his outright support for Under­ 
secretary Dean Acheson’s charge 
that Russia follows an aggressive 
and expansionist policy. 
Acheson’s statem ent thus be­ 
comes indirectly the basis of offic­ 
ial policy preliminary to the Mos­ 
cow 
meeting 
and 
means 
that 
American officials frankly expect 
the Russians to maneuver for con­ 
trol or domination of Germany 
along with as much else of Europe 
and the world as they can get and 
that the United States intends to 
try to block them at every turn. 
Marshall's Objections 
Authoritative signs show this 
picture of M arshall’s objectives at 
Moscow: 
1. He will seek agreement on 
principles for a new Germany 
economically sound but militarily 
powerless and ruled by a federal 
government with limited powers. 
The greatest pbint of conflict with 
Russia is that the United States 
thinks the Allied powers must 
soon wind up their reparations 
demands on Germany and decide 
finally what industrial production 
shall be allowed. The Russians 
are demanding that Germany con­ 
tinue reparations out of current 
production for many years. The 
Russians also appear to want a 
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strongly centralized Berlin in con­ 
trol of all Germany. Many diplo­ 
mats say their aim is to centralize 
power for easier capture and con­ 
trol by German Communists. 
2. If agreement is obtained, 
the United States would like to 
sec it applied at once to the cur­ 
rently hamstrung four-power ad­ 
ministration in Berlin as well as 
to detailed writing of the peace 
treaty. The expectation is that 
after the Moscow conference the 
deputy foreign ministers will re­ 
turn to London and work for 
months in writing the Qeaty. 
Peace for Austria 
3. A .peace settlement for Aus­ 
tria is one of the chief aims at 
Moscow. It would mean removal 
of British, French, American and 
Russian occupation troops from 
Austria 
and 
consequent 
with­ 
drawal of Soviet supporting troops 
from Hungary and Romania. The 
United States and Britain regard 
Austria 
as 
a 
liberated 
power, 
while the Soviets view her as hav­ 
ing some German war gujlt.

The corporations would be em­ 
powered to set up offices away 
from the race tracks for receiv­ 
ing bets from the general public 
which would be relayed by “spe­ 
cial agents” to “duly licensed op­ 
erators of the pari-mutual sys­ 
tem of betting conducted within 
the grounds or enclosures of a 
race track.”

purpose of the 
measure is to “curtail illicit and 
unlawful bookmaking—and to de­ 
rive revenues for the support of 
the government.”

In Japan, as in any other country, the 


people outwardly least affected by political 
changes are the farmers. An observer writes 
from Ukishlma village, 75 miles north of 
Tokyo, -that the farming population ^there 
neems unmoved by the fact that their coun- 
try Is occupied by troops of a victorious 
nation. 


They have seen few of the "visitors", as 


Ihcy call the occupation forces, and have 
the same feeling toward their emperor as 
they had before he renounced his divinity. 
Their first democratic election led to a vic- 
tory for the conservatives, and of the women, 
voting for the first time, half voted like their 
husbands and half simply voted for the wom- 
en candidates, 


One directive which has really stirred 


these people to the depths, however, is that 
which forced the Japanese government to do 
away with the feudal system of tenant farm- 
Ing. 
Many of the tenants,- after generations 


of near-slavery to their hereditary landlords, 
are hesitantly planning to buy their own 
land. They lack complete confidence1 In th 
idea, however, being sure that the landlords 
will get the farms back somehow or other 
It • will take time to build up a feeling o. 
security in these simple people who have 
boen downtrodden for centuries. 


Though life on these farms may seem to 


go on in the same Immemorial routine as it 
has for generations, far-reaching changes 
arc in prospect for the people. 


One of our troubles seems to be that this 


little old world isn't quite big enough any 
more for our requirements. Now if we jusl 
had another world or two for our operations

For every possible reason, everyone wishes 
thorn well. For their luck isoiot merely their 
own, but the «ood or bad luck of people 
throughout the world.

The big wars are over for the present at 


least, and the world requires a big effort for 
restoration of Hie world as it was in hap- 
pier and safer times. As matters stand, there 
Is for the most part plenty of happiness in 
this country, but abroad, vast areas weak- 
ened by war lack most of the elementary 
materials needed for existence. 


Obviously the world's prosperous areas, of 


which the United States is foremost, owe it 
to the world in general, and also to their 
own selves and their children, to do their 
utmost in restoring the world as it was at 
Its l«st. Efforts along this line are not char- 
ity, but Intelligent procedure for establish- 
ment of a world which, after a tremendous 
shaking up, needs to be put together again 
on more cooperative lines than have yet ap- 
peared. The Hoover report shows the way. 


By the calendar, if not by the weather,

MADE IN GERMANY 


The United States Army, with its export 


policy, is planning to reduce the tax burden 
in this country by making it possible for 
Germany to become partially self-supporting. 
Those in charge of this enterprise are mak- 
ing it easy for buyers from the United States 
and other countries: to visit Germany in com- 
fort and to purchase such commodities as 
have so far been manufactured. Among these 
are dishes-and porcelain. The best customers 
so far have proved to be buyers for chain 
stores and mail-order organizations. 


This beginning of a stabilization of the 


German economy, if this scheme does work 
out, 
will be for the good of all concerned. 


The more Germans can do for themselves, 
the less we %vill need to do for them. There is, 
moreover, a self-respect about making things 
and selling them to customers who need 
them which the Germans have been without 
for some time.

THE SPREAD OF A LIE 


Whatever may be Senator McKellar's faults, he 


never sought patronage from TVA. Whatever may 
be the cause of his opposition to David Lilienthal, it 
has never been due to the fact that Lilienthal re- 
fused McKellar patronage. Yet the lie has been 
spread, repealed, reiterated, retailed and retold 
that McKellar is a patronage hunter and that 
Lilienthal is an angel-pure reformer who gives no 
patronage to Senators. Let's have a look at the 
record: 


On February 19, 1945, before a Senatorial Com- 
mittee, David Lilienthal testified: 


"Mr. Lilientlitil. I am convinced no one can 


point to any instance in which the TVA employes 
or anyone connected 'With TVA has participated 
in politics. 


"Senator McKellar, I am equally confident that 


I haVe never attempted to introduce any political 
matter into the TVA from the very beginning to 
the present time." 


On June 20, 1946, the following colloquy took 


place: (The Chairman is Senator McKellnr): 


"The Chairman. In 1945 you were present before 
the committee and I asked you a question and I 
want to ask that question again, now, 


"Did I ever recommend any human being to you 


or to your Authority, so far as you know, to hold 
any office In your organization or any position 
in your organization? 


"Mr. Lilienthal. 
Senator, so far as I can recall, 


and I think I would recall, you have never urged 
the appointment of any individual. 


"The Chairman. 
I,am sure that is correct, and 
I want to thank you for that statment. 


"Mr. Lilienthal. 
If there are any exceptions I 


believe they would be purely formal recommenda- 
tions." ..' 


Either Lilienthal was a liar when he testified 


or all his protagonists who lay McKellar's opposi- 
tion to patronage arc liars. They cannot both 
be right. 


It is this that the Hickcnlooper Committee 


ought to investigate. It has permitted the impres- 
sion to go abroad that it has made an investiga- 
tion. Thus far, this Committee has invfestigatcd 
nothing. It has held hearings at which some 
lauded Lilienthal to the Pearly Gates of Heaven 
beyond the just deserts of any human being, while 
others condemned him as a traitor in sheep's wool. 
His friends assumed that anyone who praised him 
Is a candidate for celestial honors while those who 
opposed him »re In a deep conspiracy -to rob the 
United States of a great mind, a noble personality, 
a paragon of perfection. 


Recital of hyperbole is not investigation. It is 


not digging into the facts, For instance, the Hick- 
"nlooper Committee avoided investigation of the 
Southern Conference for Human Welfare, of which 
David E. Lilienthal was a sponsor, because such 
scrutiny would cast nsporsions upon the ghost of 
Senator Bunkhcad. To do that would not be Sena- 
torial courtesy; not to do it is lo fail lo make a 
thorough and complete investigation. 


In the early days of the New Deal, such con- 


gressional committees as those headed by Senator 
Hugo Black or Senator Robert La Folletlc were 
not so squeamish about the feelings of persons alive 
or dead. They investigated wilh a deep and barbed 
probe. These current Republicans are either too 
!nzy, too incompetent, or too gentlemanly. The fact 
is that they are Investigating nothing. 


It is important that the voters who elected 


these Republicans to office'know that the Repub- 
lican Senators, particularly some of the freshmen,

“our municipal governments are 
faced with the increasing expen­ 
ditures brought about by inflated 
costs following the war and the 
need for building construction and 
repairs postponed during 
the 
war.“In addition, the people ... are 
expecting higher and higher stan­ 
dards of service from local govern­ 
ment. Without close correlation 
between the spending of public 
money and the responsibility for 
collecting it through taxes, local 
responsibility for government will 
degenerate rapidly and we shall 
have an all-powerful, centralized 
government. That prospect is a 
grave threat to free government 
today. 
“There are great cities in our 
state which are waiting impa­ 
tiently for additional taxing pow­ 
ers so that they can meet their 
problems in their own way .... 
Such communities deserve 
our 
supoort and cooperation. 1 propose 
by the legislation that accom­ 
panies this message that we pro­ 
vide that support and coopera­ 
tion.” 
Dewey declared that “few, if 
any, counties or cities are ex­ 
pected to employ all the permitted 
levies.” 
Rather, he went on, “it is an­ 
ticipated that each will levy only 
such of them as may be necessary 
to produce the required additional 
revenue and will fit its particular 
conditions. Some, will need no new. 
taxes at all.” 
Complete Home Rule 
Complete home rule is provided 
in the choice and administration 
of these levies, the governor re­ 
ported. 
He said he had been assured 
that the proposed taxes, if em­ 
ployed, “will be more than enough 
to provide in each county funds 
for all immediate increased costs 
for educational purposes.” 
“The selection of these taxes,” 
he continued, “has been guided by 
two considerations: They must be 
easy to administer on a local 
basis and they must not interfere 
with the state’s own tax structure. 
*** The taxes chosen can be as­ 
sessed, collected and enforced by 
local officials. 
“They cannot be easily evaded 
by changing legal residence or 
shifting the transactions to an­ 
other local jurisdiction not impos­ 
ing the levy, as it is possible with 
personal income and other taxes.” 
Dewey warned that the state 
“will need all of its present, rev­ 
enue resources and perhaps will 
use them more intensively.” 
The state’s social and financial 
responsibilities are expanding, he 
observed, and “there is no magic 
to the production of government 
revenues. They arise only by being 
extracted from the pockets of the 
taxpayer.

Washington, March 5 (/P)—The

nounced plan to continue the war- 
time collaboration of the two na- 
tions' by exchanging information, 
personnel and facilities Cor "peace- 
time joint security purposes." 
At least two of the new stations 


will be in the far north, one on 
Ellsmere Island, 600 miles from 
the North Pole, another to the 
westward on Melville Island. 


These, with the other outposts 
in the chain to the southward, will 
fill in a blank area between 
weather stations maintained by 
the United States in Alaska and 
one at Thule, in Greenland. 
The Ellsmere and Melville Is- 


land stations are expected to be 
completed and manned this 'sum- 
mer. 


Announcement Confined 


Officials of the two governments 
confined their public announce- 
ment yesterday to the advantages 
of Improving the weather report- 
ing system. But strategists noted
